SALT  LAKE  CITY  — Utah 
used  its  “bench  strength  will 
wear  ’em  out’’  technique  to  down 
BYU’s  basketball  team  in  a 
closely  contested  contest  Friday, 
76-69. 

THE  COUGARS’  Dave  Eastis 
was  the  outstanding  player  of 
the  evening  with  24  points  and 
nine  rebounds.  Mark  Miller, 
BYU  forward,  took  second  high 
honors  with  18  markers  and  10 
takedowns. 

However,  Ute  Coach  Jack 
Gardner’s  reserve  strength  com- 
bined with  tremendous  back- 
court  performances  by  Bill  Cow- 
an and  Joe  Morton  gave  the  Red- 
skins the  edge. 

The  first  half  gave  evidence 
to  the  partisan  crowd  of  5,740 
that  the  contest  was  to  be  a 
close  one.  The  Cougars  moved  in 
front  and  managed  to  stave  off 
Boost  Utah  rallies.  The  Cats  fin- 
ally lost  the  advantage  with  only 
seconds  left  in  the  first  stanza  to 
leave  the  floor,  trailing  40-39. 

Eastis  had  17  points  at  the  half 
and  had  fought  almost  a single- 
handed  battle  to  keep  the  Pumas 
in  the  game. 


THE  SECOND  half  found  the 
Cats  colder  than  a January  bliz- 
zard from  the  field,  hitting  only 
six  points  in  the  first  ten  minutes 
of  the  final  stanza.  The  Utes 
stumbled  to  an  advantage  with 
the  least  possible  effort. 

The  Redskins  owned  a eight- 
point  lead  most  of  the  last  half. 
When  it  looked  like  Coach  Stan 
Watts’  men  might  put  a rally 
together,  Gardner  called  on  rug- 
ged Gary  Chestang. 

CHESTANG  came  oif  the 
bench  to  put  in  nine  points  in  the 
final  10  minutes  and  take  down 
seven  rebounds.  When  BYU 
guard  Gary  Earnest  fouled  put 
with  5:07  remaining  in  the  con- 
test, the  icing  was  all  but  spread 
on  the  cake. 

Although  not  a victory,  the 
Ute  game  was  a tribute  to  Coach 
Watts’  ability  to  analyze  the  op- 
ponent and  at  the  same  time  get 
the  most  out  of  his  players,  no 
matter  what  their  caliber. 

Most  of  the  “experts”  had  fig- 
ured that  the  Cougars  would  use 
a one  all-the-way  as  USU  had 
done  when  they  downed  the 
Utes.  But  Watts  used  a man-to- 
man defense  when  the  Redskins 
had  Carney  Crisler  at  the  post 
and  a zone  when  Bill  McGill

made  his  brief  appearances  in 
the  contest. 

MOST  OF  THE  same  self- 
styled  experts  had  figured  that 
Gardner  would  use  a man-to- 
man  against  the  less  ’ talented 
Cats.  But  Gardner  threw  up  a 
zone  which  still  wasn’t  able  to 
stop  Eastis  or  Miller. 

Both  clubs  were  hot  in  the 
first  half  with  Utah  shooting 
57  per  cent  and  BYU  hitting  46 
per  cent.  But  neither  team  could 
keep  it  up  and  the  Redskins  end- 
ed Up  with  43  per  cent  and  the 
Cats  with  33  per  cent  for  the 
game.
